What Does Prayer Mean to You? 


ELIZABETH SAND TURNER 


ESUS KNEW more about prayer than anyone 
who ever lived. His words tell us exactly how 
to pray. He says, “When thou prayest, enter 
into thine inner chamber, and having shut thy 

door, pray to thy Father who is in secret.” His 
words outline three concise and simple steps for 
us to take. 


The first is “Enter into thine inner chamber.” 
The inner chamber refers to the inmost recess of 
our being, the spiritual part of us. In the Bible 
it is also called the “‘secret place of the Most 
High,” the “mount,” the “upper chamber.” Here 
Jesus is telling us to turn our mind away from 
outer interests and to center it on the inner realm, 
the seat of life within. This is where God lives 
in us. We can enter this chamber as definitely as 
we move from one room to another in our home, 
but it is movement of the mind rather than move- 
ment of the body. Because Jesus often communed 
with His Father in the secret place, He could say 
with assurance, “As thou, Father, art in me, and I 
in thee.” 

Each of us has an inner chamber within our 
being and each of us can enter it by directing our 
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thought to God. Repeat a verse from the Bible. 
or an affirmation of Truth and meditate upon it. 
You need only let your consciousness be filled with, 
the idea of God's presence. He is not apart from, 
you; He is the life within you. 


The next step is to “shut thy door.” This means. 
to shut out all thoughts connected with the ordi- 
nary worldly activities. It is not hard to enter.the 
inner chamber, but to close the door to material 
thoughts is difficult until we learn how through. 
practice. We may think about God for a few-sec- 
onds or even a few minutes, and then our mind; 
is quite likely to revert to outer concerns. We re- 
member some business that we should attend to, 
some household chore that we should do, some. 
friend that we should call, or some errand that 
we should run. Practically everyone finds it diff- 
cult at first to sustain his attention on God. We are. 
not accustomed to spiritual thinking and have to 
train the mind. 

Prayer is really concentration on a spiritual 
idea, We find it easy to concentrate on a number 
of things when we are sufficiently interested in- 
them. Have you ever been so engrossed in an ex- 
citing novel that you did not hear someone call 
you ? Or been so intent on a movie that you forgot 
the time—and your troubles? Any sort of study 
requires concentration. If we are to learn anything 
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about our heavenly Father, we must practice giv- 
ing Him our undivided attention. 

The reason Jesus told us to “shut thy door” is 
that we cannot think about God and a problem 
at the same time. God is the answer to any prob- 
lem; but if we keep thinking about what is wrong, 
we cannot think about Him, who can right it. 
Therefore, when we select a time to pray we 
should sit quietly, turn our mind to God, and keep 
it there. Our thoughts may start to wander to mun- 
dane affairs. Should this happen, we can direct 
our mind back to Spirit by repeating the affirma- 
tion or promise with which we began our medita- 
tion. 

These wavering thoughts of ours are like un- 
disciplined children who require steady and loving 
direction. It is helpful to have the Bible or a book 
of prayers at hand. Either can be used to focus 
the thought on the one Presence, of which we are 
part. 

As the mind rests in the realization that our 
Father is ever with us and is the answer to our 
every need, we take the third step automatically. 
This is to “pray to thy Father who is in secret.” 

In prayer we are asking God to take over in our 
life. He is the one supreme power, and we give 
Him a chance to move through us by recognizing 
and acknowledging Him. Should we pray, “Father, 
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heal me of this terrible disease,’ our mind is liable 
to be more concerned with disease than with the 
healing. But if we quiet the mind by entering into 
the inner chamber, if we keep it poised by return- 
ing again and again to the thought of His pres- 
ence, if we confidently affirm, ‘Thy healing life 
moves through every part of my being, and I re- 
joice and give thanks for perfect health,” we are 
making a way in the wilderness of human thought 
so that divine thought and life may come into 
expression, 

Should we need guidance, we can meditate on 
the words of a promise such as, “I will instruct 
thee and teach thee in the way which thou shalt 
go”; then affirm, “I thank thee, Father, that Thou 
art guiding my way.” 

It can readily be seen that this kind of prayer 
is not concerned with troubles but with divine ful- 
fillment. If we are thinking of all the things that 
need to be fixed, we are not thinking of our Fa- 
ther’s ability or willingness to adjust them. Jesus 
constantly identified Himself with what is true of 
God and He could speak the word of health with 
such faith that the healing took place instantly. Al- 
most on the eve of the Crucifixion He declared, 
“Be of good cheer, I have overcome the world.” 
His mind was filled with the realization of over- 
coming, not with the trial. We cannot correct any 
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adverse condition by thinking about it. It can be 
corrected only when we keep our mind on God's 
power to remedy it. 

If we comply with Jesus’ instructions regarding 
prayer, He assures us that “Thy Father . . . shall 
recompense thee.” The Lord does not withhold 
blessings from us: we shut ourselves off from Him. 
God is love, and we are told throughout the Bible 
that He will hear us. The Psalmist came to a 
wonderful realization of His love and willing- 
ness to share His good and declared, 

“Thou openest thy hand, 
And satisfiest the desire of every living thing.” 

Prayer should not be confined to times of need 
by any means. We should pray every day in order 
to keep in close contact with our Father. By mak- 
ing it a practice to talk with God, He becomes like 
a dearly loved parent of whose devotion we are 
certain and with whom we share our joys. It is 
when prayer becomes a daily and vital part of our 
life that we know it to be our greatest power and 
our purest joy.

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Good Temper 
From Love: the Supreme Gift 


HENRY DRUMMOND 


OVE is not easily provoked. ... 

We are inclined to look upon bad 
temper as a very harmless weakness. We 
speak of it as a mere infirmity of nature, a family 
failing, a matter of temperament, not a thing to 
take into very serious account in estimating a 
man’s character. And yet . . . the Bible again and 
again condemns it as one of the most destructive 

elements in human nature. 

The peculiarity of ill temper is that it is a vice 
of the virtuous. It is often the one blot on an 
otherwise noble character. You know men and 
women who are all but perfect, who would be en- 
tirely perfect but for an easily ruffled, quick-tem- 
pered, or “touchy’’ disposition. This compatibility 
of ill temper with high moral character is one of 
the strangest and saddest problems of ethics. The 
truth is, there are two great classes of sins—sins of 
the body and sins of the disposition. The prodigal 
son may be taken as a type of the first, the elder 
brother, of the second. Now, society has no doubt 
whatever as to which of these is the worse, Its 
brand falls, without a challenge, upon the prodi- 
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gal. But are we right? We. have no balance to 
weigh one another's sins, and coarser and finer are 
but human. words; but faults in the higher nature 
may be less venial than those in the lower, and 
to the eye of Him who is Love, a sin against love 
may seem a hundred times more base. No form 
of vice, not worldliness, not greed of gold, not 
drunkenness itself, does more to unchristianize so- 
ciety than evil temper. For embittering life, for 
breaking up communities, for destroying the most 
sacred relationships, for devastating homes, for 
withering up men and women, for taking the 
bloom off childhood—in short, for sheer gratuitous 
misery-producing power, this influence stands 
alone. Look at the elder brother, moral, hard- 
working, patient, dutiful—let him get all credit 
for his virtues—look at this man, this baby, sulk- 
ing outside his own father’s door. “He was angry,” 
we read, ‘and would not go in.”” Look at the effect 
upon the father, upon the servants, upon the hap- 
piness of the guests. Judge of the effect upon the 
prodigal—and how many prodigals are kept out of 
the kingdom of God by the unlovely characters of 
those who profess to be inside! Analyze, as a study 
in temper, the thundercloud itself as it gathers 
upon the elder brother’s brow. What is it made 
of? Jealousy, anger, pride, uncharity, cruelty, self- 
righteousness, touchiness, doggedness, sullenness 
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—these are the ingredients of this dark and love- 
less soul. In varying proportions, also, these are 
the ingredients of all ill temper. Judge if such sins 
of the disposition are not worse to live in, and for 
others to live with, than sins of the body. Did 
Christ indeed not answer the question Himself 
when He said, “I say unto you, that the publicans 
and the harlots go into the kingdom of heaven 
before you’’? There is really no place in heaven for 
a disposition like this. A man with such a mood 
could only make heaven miserable for all the 
people in it. Except, therefore, such a man be 
born again, he cannot—he simply cannot—enter 
the kingdom of heaven. For it is perfectly certain 
—and you will not misunderstand me—that to 
enter heaven a man must take heaven with him. 


Now, there is nothing that a Christian has to 
take more trouble to eradicate forever from his 
being than ill temper. It requires the struggle of 
years—perhaps of a lifetime; but it has to be done. 
It must be done. Not because of what it zs alone, 
but of what it reveals. It is the revelation of an 
unloving nature at the bottom. It is the intermit- 
tent fever which bespeaks unintermittent disease 
within; the occasional bubble escaping to the sur- 
face which betrays some rottenness underneath: 
a sample of the most hidden products of the soul 
dropped involuntarily when off one’s guard; in a 
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word, the lightning form of a hundred hideous 
and unchristian sins. For a want of patience, a 
want of kindness, a want of generosity, a want of 
courtesy, a want of unselfishness, are all instan- 
taneously symbolized in one flash of evil temper. 


Hence it is not enough to deal with the temper. 
You must go to the root and sweeten the whole 
nature, and then ill temper will die away of itself. 
Souls are made sweet not by taking the acid fluids 
out, but by putting something in—a great love, 
a new Spirit, the Spirit of Christ. Christ, the 
Spirit of Christ interpenetrating ours, sweet- 
ens, purifies, transforms all. This only can 
eradicate what is wrong, work a_ chemical 
change, renovate and regenerate and rehabilitate 
the inner man. Will power does not change men; 
time does not change men; Christ does. Therefore, 
“Let that mind be in you which was also in Christ 
Jesus.” Some of us have not much time to lose. 
Remember, once more, that this is a matter of life 
or death. I cannot help speaking urgently, for my- 
self, for yourselves. ‘““Whoso shall offend one of 
these little ones, which believe in me, it were bet- 
ter for him that a millstone were hanged about 
his neck, and that he were drowned in the depth 
of the sea.” That is to say, it is the deliberate ver- 
dict of the Lord Jesus that it is better not to live 
than not to love.

7. HERE are some things in life that a person 
cannot see how to change, so he must ad- 
just himself to them.
